2. Information in the Air Force Tatelligence report dated 
April 3, 1962, reflects that Wililam A.; Pennington of New Oricans, 
Louisiana, advised during interviews on 31 March 1962 and 2 April 
19G4 that he had beon in contact with a Luia BAVEL (phonetic) at 
4651 Horigny Btreet, Now Orieans, concerning his possible recruit- 
ment. for military service ayuinut the present regime. in Cuba. 
Pennington reportedly stated that he mot with RAVEL and two other - 
individuals connected with the anti-Caatre, movemant on 25 March 
1962 and discussed with them hin allitary oxperionce and capabiility 
to porfurm aircraft sgauavat and deaviltiow work. According to 
Pennington, he was toid by theae¢ represontatives of the Anti-Cagtro 

hia military skills and that he 


movement that they could utiiize 
«ould work at an undisclosed training area in Guatemaia and that 


upon the successful Liberation of Cuba he would be givon a Captaiacy 
in the Cuban Army. Punnington advised that these individuals, wna 
did not mention the group or organization they represented, snowed 
hin during tho mecting an invoice from a government surplus concern 
located in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, which indicated the saie v7 
military emali arms vaiued at $19,000, He further stated that he 
was told prior to his actually being employed by the group, "authore 
ization would havo to be obtained from Miami". During the meeting, 
according to Pennington, Ravel received a telephone call from Hiast, 
Florida, from an individual whom Bavel identified as “Presidente 


Cardonas" (phonetic). 
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3. In contection with the Air Force report the FBI 
furnished the foiiowing information tio the Department of Justice:

4. Headquarters fiies contain ho identifiabie information 
on William A. Pennington and Luis KABEL Nunez. Concerning Sergio 
Arcacha Smith, our files contain no information other than he was) 
once the hoad of tho FRD in New Orleans. 


5. In mid-1961 Headquarters notified the Department of Justice 
that we had and expected to-continue to have a special interest. in 
the activitics conducted by the FRD (and now the CRC) and its bona ~~ 
fide affiliation and requested that no action be taken against the 
CRC for acts that may be comaiccdd in fhe performance of its func- 
tions as a centra! point for enlisting support for anti-CASTRO acti- 
vitteg, Tiy connection with this notification and the recruiting 
activities cited in paragraph 2., tie FI has requested the opinion 
of the Department of Justice as to whether such recruiting activi- 
ties indicate a possible violation of tho neutrality statutes.

6. It is requested that the Station discreetly determine 
from Or. MIRO if Luis RABEL Nunez is an: authorized representative 
of the CRC in the New Orleans area and his activities are known 
and approved by the CRC. With this information and any comments 
the Station may have on the reported activities, Headquarters can 
make ap appropriate reply to the Department of Justice inquiry. 
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
